FAGE SOLUTION 


Reduced Wage Awards 
Among Events to Take 
Place in a Very Event- 
ful Week.

Chicago, June 26.—The railroad 

world awaits events of the coming 
week with unconcealed concern. 

On Monday the United States rail- 
road board will hand down its sup- 
plementary order trimming Wages of 
2,000,000 men approximately $400,- 
000,000 annually on 147 of the lead- 
ing railroads of the country. This 
supplementary order will add about 
00 more carriers to the order of 
June 1, announcing the impending 
12 per cent wage ¢ut, and will grant 
to practically all the roads on all 
classes of labor what was granted 
to 96 roads on geome classes of labor 
three weeks ago. 

At the same time, leaders of the 
American Federation of Labor rail- 
road department will finish the tab- 
ulation of the strike vote that has 
been in progress for two Weeks on 
whether to accept or reject this cut. 
The complete vote ig in now, and a 
large force of officials are working 
night and day tabulating it. 

These unions include all of the 
shopmen, maintenance of way work- 
ers and members of the common 
labor unions which are hit hardest 
by the wage cut. 


By the time this vote is tabulated 
600 divisional chairmen of the big 
brotherhoods, representing the 
transportation group, will have ar- 
rived here to decide whether this 
important branch of railroad serv- 
ice i@ tO accept or reject the reduc- 
tions granted the railroads by the 
labor board. If the decide to re- 
ject the cut, according to the lead- 
ers, the brotherhoods will then send 
Out a stgike vote. There is a well- 
founded report that thesé organiza- 
tions, the most powerful of the rail- 
road unions, have already taken a 
strike vote and that the chairmen 
will come to the meeting here ready 
to vote on the final issue at once.

When the bombing squads arrive 
they will hurl dummy bombs, fill- 
ed with concrete instead of pow- 
der, weighing up to half a ton, at 
the vessel. As each division of 
planes exhausts its bombs it will re- 
turn to the base. wmure than 50 
aircraft of various types will be 
used in the problem. The only re- 
strictions placed on the airmen are 
that they must at all times keep 
maximum speed and remain at an 
altitude of at least 4,000 feet. This 
altitude was decided on as the safe- 
ty limit for planes operating against 
a battleship capable of setting up 
an anti-aircraft barrage. 

Tuesday's experiments is of par- 
ticular interest to army and navy 
officers because it embodies two dis- 
tinct and important problems. The 
first is the ability of the airmen 
to find an enemy apyivacning the 
coast, knowing only his approxi- 
mate location. The other is the 
test of the ability of the flyers to 
hit a moving battleship from a safe 
altitude with bombs of sufficient 
size to seriously damage a modern 
major vessel. Dummy bombs are 
being used in the test because the 
navy department wishes to preserve 
the Iowa, the only radio controlled 
battleship in the world, for Atlantic 
fleet target practice late in the 
summer er early in the fall. Deter- 
mination of the damage done by 
large aerial bombs against a bat- 
tleship will be obtained in a later 
attack on the former German bat- 
tleship Osfriesiand, which will be 
anchored. A

Washingion, June 26.—A warning 
that a “iragedy in the way of a 
coal famine’ is impending over the 
Unittd States, and an assertion that 
al] national organizations in gthe 
coal industry “have united jnto one 
‘big union’ to continue their stran- 
fle hold on the necks and purses 
of coal] buyers” by defeating fed- 
eral legislation intended to cope 
with the problem, were issued today 
by Senator Frelinghuysen, repub- 
lican, New Jersey. The statement 
referred to the controversy over the 
Figlinghuysen bills, now on the 
senate calendar, one of which would 
facilitate granting of freight rates 
on coal lower in summer and higher 
in winter, while the second would 
establish government supervision of 
coal prices, production, stocks and 
movement. ° 
Naming the National Coal asso- 
Clation, the Anthracite Coal Oper- 
ators’ association, the American 
Wholesale Coal association, and the 
National Retail Coal Merchants’ as- 
sociation, Senator’ Frelinghuysen 
said these “combined organizations 
have unmasked their batteries” and 
are attacking with a violence al- 
most unprecedented the very prac- 
tical piece of legislation before the 
Senate “and were endeavoring by 
‘misstatements and misrepresenta- 
tions’ to ‘throw dust in the eves of 
the senate and public.’” 

Coal operators, Senator Freling- 
huysen said, always claimed 


periods never brought them ‘great 
profits, “but I am disposed to be- 
lieve they have never been sincere, 
and have never told the truth re- 
garding operators’ profits,’ and in 
“hectic fulmination,” lobbyists of 
the “‘bombastes furioso type”’ are is- 
suing “propaganda of grotesquely 
inaccurate and misleading nature,” 
to make it appear that government 
operation of mines is involved in the 
legislation.
